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THE GARFIELD MONUMENT. 


The Magnificent Structure to be Erected at 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

CLEVELAND, Onto, June 26.—The trustees of the 
Garfield National Monument Association to-day de- 
cided upon designs for the monument. They called 
to their aid as expertsin monumental matters Cal- 
vert Vaux of New York and Henry Vanbrunt of 
Boston. Both came here separately and made ex- 
aminations of the designs, and gave 
the committee their criticisms. Neither had 


any knowl of the authors of the designs or 
views of each other, The first prize, $1,000, was 
unanimousl given by the trustees and both,experts 
to Geo. H. Keller of Hartford, Conn.; the second 
prize, $750, to Claas. J. and Julius . Schweinfurth 
of Cleveland; the third prize, $500, to Moffitt and 
Doyle of New York. he artist to whom the 
first prize awarded adopted a tower 
for the form of the monument a carved and sculp- 
tured tomb, to be made the principal object of the 
memorial. The tower rises from broad terraces, 
reached by wide, — steps, forming a dig- 
nified approach. A projection porch at the base 
contains a vestibule on one side, which isthe keep- 
ers office, and another room for relics and

The vestibule leads into a round, vaulted chamber 
of stone, the domicil roof of which is carried 
on eight massive polished te columns, in a cir- 
cle around the sculptured tomb in the center of the

Nine Cents for His Last Yeat’s Ser- 
vices—The Highest Salary Paid 
Was 88,000—Mr. Holman an 
Over-ealous Man--A 
Female Chaplain. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Diapatoh. 
Wasnitptox, D. C., June 24.—The second volume 
of the Government “Blue Book,” otherwise known 
as The Official Register of the United States.“ 
Whieh contains a full list of thé officets and em- 
ployes of the Post Office Department and the Postal 
Service, has just made its appearance. This blue 
book is compiled every second year, the idea being 
to furnish to each new Congress a complete list of 
the officers and employes of the Government in all 
its branches, with the’salary paid, State from which 
employed, etc. The first volume made its appear- 
ance some months since, early in the session. It 
contained the names ot᷑ ul persons in the employ of 
the various departments except those of the Post 
Office Department. The second volume, containing 
the names of tlie Post Office employes, is the one re- 
ferred to above as just out. It is a volume of nearly 
1,000 pages, and contains, besides the names of offi- 
cers and employes of the department in Washington, 
the names of all the mail contractors, post office 
clerks and agents of the various railroads,all of 
those employed in the mail messenger service and 
railway mail service, all the carriers and clerks in 
post offices, and all postmasters. The list of post- 
masters discloses some interesting facts. There are, 
in round numbers, about 50,000 postmasters in the 
United States, whose salaries are from $8,000 per 
annum down to9cents. The individual receiving 
the largest salary in this capacity is the postmaster 
at New York, whose salary is $8,000, the same as 
that of the Postmaster-General himself. The small- 
est salary appears to be that paid to H. H. Forrest, 
postmaster at Redale, Pitt County, N. C., whose sal- 
ary, according to this register, was 9 cents. Post- 
masters below a certain grade, it will be understood, 
are paid according to the number: of stamps can- 
celled at their offices. Formerly they were paid ac- 


eording to the number of stamps sold, but this sys- 
tem was not found to be satisfactory, some of the 
post masters making a business of selling stamps in 


order to get their percentages. Now — he Bee

by the number of Stamps canceled, receiv 
value up to the first $50, and a certain rtion 
after reaching that sum. Out of the 50,000 post mas- 
ters in the United Stafes, there are 2,000, acco 
to this register, whose salaries are less than 51 
each. Of course it is not te be understood that 
these persons devote their entire time or attention 
to the duties of postmaster for thissum. These are 
places where post offices are located in country 
stores or at private houses, and are kept either as an 
accommodation to the neighborhood, or with 
an idea that their keeping brings some additional 
trade to the proprietor .of tne store or other 
establishment where they are kept. In Ohio there 
are 24 offices where the salary is less than $10 per 
annum; In ern ; in West Virginia. 
111: in Wisconsin, 50; in Minnesota. 46. In Miinois, 
there are 25; Missouri, 91; Florida, 20; Tennessee, 
221; Virginia 52. In Kentucky we find 138; Al- 
bama, 150; Georgia 149; orth r aw, 
There are among these 2,000 —— whose salaries 
are below $10; no less than thirty-four whose’ sal- 
aries did not last year amount to the sum of $1 each 
for the entire year. Of those postmasters whose 
salaries were than 81. 8 Louisiana 
and Pennsylvania have one each; irginia, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Wisconsin, Kentucky, Minnesota, 
have two each, while North Carolina Ss no less 
than a dozen postmasters who get less than 81 a 
ear for their services in this line. There are 
teen whose salaries Were less than cents for 
the entire year.

OVER ZEALOUS MR. HOLMAN ’ 

An instance in which the zeal of an excellent man 
in an excellent use is taken advantage of by dis- 
senting individuals is — called to mind by à re- 
mark made to Mr. Holman in the House by one of 
its members in regard to the Brooklyn Building 
site. There has been a long quarrel over this site 
and some dissatssfied parties who had failed to 
make a sale of their property, after lobbying for 
that purpose for a full year. procured through Mr. 
Holman the appointment of an investigating com- 
mittee with the hope of being able to defeat the 
action of the Treasury Department in selecting a 
site other than their own. The majority of the 
committee reported that the action of 
the Department had been quite proper and for the 
best interests of the Government;a minority, however 
reported otherwise. It was in the discussion o 
this report that one of the members plainly told Mr. 
Holman that he was permitting his zeal for the 
Government to make him the tool of parties trying to 
sell other property to the Government in place of 
that selécted by the Treasury officials. This brin 
to the minds of those familiar with legislation in the 
past few years a circumstance of equal interest in 
which Mr. Holman was thus unwittingly made the 
tool of parties who were reaping a rich harvest 
from the Government, and who from his couree 
were enabled to continue to do so for several years. 
One Conant, formerly an employe of one of the 
departments here, gy the asury, 
from the Government the old Post Office building 
in the city of New York at the sum of $10,000 or 

12,000 per year, and sub-let it afterwards for $31,- 

yearly. By and by it was adjudged to be expe- 
dient that the property be sold. Mr. Conant, 
however, desiring the fat lease to continue as lo 

possible, taking advantage of Mr. Holman's zen 
or the Government, rushed to him ahd, getting his 
ear, told him that a scheme was on foot to sell the 
New York property ata price far below its actnal 
value, and ur um to get a resolution through 
Cc that it should not be sold for less than a 
certain sum, which it now trans was much 
mor than th property would bring. Mr. Holman, 
whose integrity and good intentions in the matter 
are unquestioned, fell into the trap and pushed the 
resolution through. The result was that the pro 
erty, when offered forsale, did not bring the su 
required, and through this course Mr. Conant con- 
tinued to make his extra $20,000 a year on his lease 
for a period of several years.
